Cliicago Nov. 3.—A dynamite bomb, 
the weapon of a deranged assassin, 
blew up the hojno of Jos. Kordeck In 
Chil ago Heights Sunday, killing two 
member* of the family outright and 
injuring several others. 
Tile house 
was set on fire and burned while that 
of a neighbor caught fire and w'as also 
destroyed. 
The dead: 
Jos. Kordeck 
arms and legs blown off, Lucy Hor 
dei k, aged 
2 year ;, body, blown to 
pieces. 
The injured: 
Mrs. Lucy Kordeck. 
flesh blown off, right side injured in 
ternally; may die. 
Seven children who escaped were In­ 
jured, but not seriously. 
The explosion 
occurred 
while th* 
family was asleep. 
The father and 
mother, with the daughter, Lucy, oc­ 
cupied a room in the front of the cot 
tage. 
On the other side were rooms 
Occupied by Hie rest of the family. 
The bomb was placed under the room 
occupied by the parents and the im­ 
pact of the explosion tore a hole In the 
floor, blew the bed to pieces, dismem 
bered Kordeck and scattered into frag­ 
ments the body of Lucy, who was sleep­ 
ing with her parents. 
Pieces of flesh 
the size of a mans hand were the larg­ 
est remnants of the child's body that 
could be found 
The force of the ex­ 
plosion was directly upward, and tori 
a piece of flesh from Mrs. Kordeck'^ 
side and blew her through a window 
The noise aroused the rest oi the fami 
ly and they had hardly time to escape 
from the flames, which soon destroyed 
the cottage. 
Kordet k's body, torn to 
shreds was founcr in the debries after 
the fire. 
Chas. Smith, a former boarder at tho 
Kordeck house who was paying attern 
tion to one of Kordeck’s daughters 
has been arrested, charged with th- 
crime. 
The Kordeck girl was to have 
been married to another man thL 
week. 
Smith declares he is innocent 
but neighbors declare that he mad- 
threats to them that if the girl refused 
to be his .wife he would blow up th- 
entire family with dynamite.

G rant 
w as at Jackson, Term., and maintailKHl 
a force of 12,000 nt Bolivar, with an­ 
other at Memphis under Sherm an num­ 
bering 7,IMH). The garrison a t Corinth 
m ustered 523,000 and was commanded 
by Hoaeetnni. Van Horn, having unit­ 
ed his own arm y with th at of Sterling 
l*rice after the repulse of Price at Iuka 
Sept. 20, had ©vet* 40,000 troops in the 
field, and he boldly considered striking 
Memphis. Bolivar or Corinth. 
G rant was in doubt where Van Horn 
would appear. 
A large Confederate 
arm y w as across the bonier in Ken­

battle which Van Horn sprung at day­ 
light Oct. 4, 
A fter a short duel of a r­ 
tillery the Confederates ceased fight­ 
ing. 
The division which bad the most 
im portant part in heading the charge 
did not move, but about 8 o’clock tho 
charging line matched out from the 
cover of the woods in splendid style. 
Bescent na’ trooigi, lying down in front 
of the batteries, eouid see the southern 
flags and the glint of the sun upon the 
advancing bayonets. The first Federal 
line attacked was unfortunately placid, 
and the troops gave way. 
Bushing 
pellmell, the Confederates w ere caught 
by the fin* of Bosecrnns* batteries. The 
force of the charge was broken by the 
shells, but some of the boldest Confed­ 
erates dashed on into the Federal re­ 
serve artillery. 
Ti:e bloodiest fighting of the day was 
at Battery Kobinett. a little work hold­ 
ing throe guhs, w ith a ditch in front 
five feet deep. 
This battery w as as­ 
saulted again and again until the dead 
C onfederates lay piled in ranks before 
It.

could be spared from tho defense of 
the Memphis and Corinth region was 
needed to defend the line on the Ohio. 
G rant and his generals m ust therefore 
fight It out with Van Dom alone. 
Both Van D ora and l»riee were vehe­ 
ment, not to say rush, leaders in bat­ 
tle. 
They planned to surprise Itose- 
erans at Corinth w ith one column and, 
engaging him in his works, bring up a 
fresh column to clinch the victory. But 
Itosecrans w as bold as Avell. W hen he 
heard th at the enemy was after Cor­ 
inth, he marched his troops out to give 
battle In front of the Murks. 
H aving made a long march, the Con­ 
federates Mere w orn out and not lr 
condition 
for battle. 
Besides, 
they 
hadn’t formed lines when they found 
the enemy across their path. 
Itose­ 
crans’ center division under General 
Davies Mas first attacked by three 
Confederate divisions. Van Dorn’s line 
w as so long th at it overlapped Davies, 
and Dis troops fought heroically, but 
had to give ground step by step. Every 
one of ills brigade commanders fell 
early in the fight. General H acklem an 
w as m ortally wounded while rallying 
the troops. General Oglesby of Illinois 
w as shot down at the sam e time. 
Some soldiers stooped to carry Oglesby 
from the field, but he cried out: “Never 
mind me! Look yonder!” The Confed­ 
erates had broken the line aud M’ere 
rushing on to Corinth. Colonel Bald­ 
win, leader of the Third brigade, also 
fell. 
Countless deeds of heroism w ere en­ 
acted on Davies’ line, for It w as In a 
forlorn hope to keep the bead of the 
Confederate column a t arm ’s length 
until Itosecrans could draw his line 
back to the works. Lieutenant Max­ 
well of H acklem an’s brigade rushed 
forw ard into the enemy’s ranks and re­ 
captured a regim ental standard th at 
had ju st been lost. In falling back from 
an old redan which had been used at 
the beginning of the fight the Fifty- 
second Illinois left Private M urray 
alone behind the ram part. “It Is orders 
to hold the fort to the last,” he ex­ 
claimed. 
A Confederate captain de­ 
manded M urray’s surrender and when 
It w as r e f u s e shot him with a revolv­ 
er. M urray shot the captain dead and | 
also a private who. a Hacked him. 
Both arm y leaders sighed for “one 
hour more of daylight" m hen night put 
an end to the battle on Oct. 3. In spite 
of tile heroic fighting in the center of 
Boser rails' line Van Dom had carried 
his arm y to M ithin GOO yards of Cor­ 
inth. 
But In fighting his way up Van 
Dom bail merely .driven a M’edge be- 
tM-een the Federal right and left. Itose­ 
crans’ right division under General 
H am ilton Mas ready when the sun 
w ent down to fall upon the Confeder­ 
ate rear. 
.After dark Itosecrans drew 
all his troops back inside the line of 
fortifications aDd stood ready for the 


last reached the ditch. Colonel Rog­ 
ers, leading the Second Texas, dis­ 
mounted and, taking his flag from the 
bands of a dead color bearer, the fifth 
to fall in the desperate*charge, planted 
it upon the bank and stood by rallying 
his men until he M-as pierced by eleven 
bullets. 
Colonel Rogers fell In front of the 
Eleventh Missouri infantry. T hat regi­ 
m ent lay, or knelt, rather, out of sight 
of the enemy in rear of the battery. 
The moment the force of the southern 
charge w as broken the Missourians 
arose w ith wild cheers and charged 
bayonets. 
B ut the dead iii front of 
Biittery Itobinett were not all Confed­ 
erates. A t the beginning of the fight 
the Sixty-tliird Ohio lay nbout forty 
rods in advance of the Missouri regi­ 
ment. A cloud of sharpshooters pre­ 
ceded the C onfederate column and 
took the Ohioans for their principal 
target. So deadly Mas this lire th at 
when the charging column headed by 
Colonel Rogers reached the little fort 
the Ohio regim ent had entirely disap­ 
peared. 
V hen the Ohioans arose to 
meet the Confederate onslaught, there 
M-ere 13 officers and 275 men in the 
line. Moro than half of the men and 
nine officers were killed or wounded, 
but tho rem nant, Mith the Eleventh 
Missouri, rushed after the Confeder­ 
ates w ith their bayonets at the end of 
the last desperate charge. 
One of the Ohio boys made the most 
desperate flag capture of the day. In 
the 
last 
charge 
a 
gallant 
Texan 
m arched 
in 
front 
of 
the 
column 
straight for the fo rt H e was shot, and 
P rivate Orin B. Gould of Company G 
sprang forw ard to seize the flag. A 
Confederate captain called out to his 
followers, “Save your colors.” Gould 
w as hit in the breast with a revolver 
shot, but brought off the trophy in tri­ 
umph. 
The fight a t the works of Corinth did 
not last over an hour. The Federal 
B attery Powell w as captured by a bri­ 
gade of Price’s Missourians, but before 
help could come up to hold it the as­ 
sailants had been routed. By noon the 
Confederates Mere in full retreat. Van 
Dom drew his arm y south Into Missis­ 
sippi, and it took no further part In the 
campaign around Corinth or the game 
General Bragg M-as playing in the in­ 
vasion of Kentucky.
